Thaw is about 36 years of age and is 
the son of the late William Thaw, who 
was vice president of the Pennsylvania 
lines west. He .was a graduate of the 
Western University of Pennsylvania 
and when in Pittsburg "made his home 
with his mother at Lyndhurst. Since 
his graduation from college and the 
attainment of his majority Thaw fias 
liven little in Pittsburg. Much of his 
time has been spent -abroad, and it 
was while in Paris that he met Evelyn 
Nesbitt, the actress, whom he after- 
ward married and who was with him 
when he is alleged to have done the 
shooting.

Harry Thaw is a brother of J. Cope- 


ley Thaw, the Countess of Yarmouth, 
who was Miss Alice Thaw, and also of 
Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie of Cum- 
berland, Fla. He is also a half brother 
of Benjamin Thaw.

O. H. Keller P*rtr ¥ 


Tbe old yet ever new story of tbe 


erganixation of the Order of Patrons 
of Husbandry has been again retold 
by Mortimer Wuitehead In tbe Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. The Order, be says, 
originated in tbe mind of O. H. Kel- 
ley. a man of New England birth, wbo 
went to Minnesota in bis early man- 
hood and became a farmer there. In 
1SG4 be was appointed a clerk In tbe 
department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington. Two years later, in January. 
18GG, Mr. Kelley was commissioned by 
tbe Hon. Isaac Newton, commissioner 
of agriculture, to visit the southern 
states for the purpose of obtaining 
statistical and other information In re- 
gard to conditions there. Its was while 
traveling In the south that the thought 
of a secret society of agriculturists for 
the protection and advancement ui 
their interests and as an element to re- 
store kindly feelings among the peo- 
ple first occurred to. Mr. Kelley. 


The idea of giving women full mem- 


bership in the proposed Order origi- 
nated with Miss Caroline A. Hall of 
Boston, a niece of Mr. Kelley, to whom 
he had imparted his views of the new 
association upon his return from the 
south. In the full formation of the 
Order six men were directly associated 
with Mr. Kelley. They were. William 
Saunders of the department of agricul- 
ture, who next to Mr. Kelley did most 
In originating the Order; Rev. A. B. 
Grosh of the same department, Wil- 
liam M. Irelandx)f the'postoffice de- 
partment, Rev. John Trimble and J. R. 
Thompson of the treasury department 
and F. .M. McDowell, a pomologlst of 
. Wayne, N. Y. For nearly two years 
these men labored with a faith and 
zeal amounting almost to inspiration 
until, with the assistance of friends 
who became Interested in the plan, 
they completed a well devised scheme 
of organization, based upon a ritual of 
four degrees for men and four for wo- 
men, which Is unsurpassed in the Eng- 
lish language for originality of thought, 
purity of sentiment and beauty of 
diction. 


Having formed a constitution to gov- 


ern the Order to which this ritual was 
adapted, these men met Dec. 8. 18G7, 
and constituted themselves the Nation- 
al Grange of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry, with William Saunders as mas- 
ter, J. H. Thompson lecturer, William 
M. Ireland treasurer and 0. H. Kelley 
secretary. The little brown building in 
which the organization was effected 
was at that time the office of Mr. Saun- 
ders, and stood embowered among the 
trees In the gardens of the agricultural 
department. Later Colonel Alken of 
South Carolina and others made vigor- 
ous efforts to have the government pre- 
serve this historic building, but they 
were unsuccessful. The first subordi- 
nate grange was organized in Washing- 
ton Jan. 8, 186S, as a school of instruc- 
tion, with William M. Ireland as mas- 
ter. The first dispensation for n grange 
was granted at Harrlsburg, Pa., April 
4, 1868, but the first regular subordi- 
nate grange to which a charter was 
issued was * organized at Fredonia, 
N. Y., April 10. 18G8. The first state 
grange was that of Minnesota, Feb. 22, 
1869. 


The new Order made stow progress 


up to' 1872, only 257 granges having 
been organized In the entire country. 
During that year, however, 1,105 were 
organized, and tbe Order had an ex- 
istence In twenty-two states. The first 
meeting of the national grange as a 
delegate body was held at Georgetown, 
D. C., Jan. 8, 1873, with six of the 
founders of the Order and seventeen 
delegates present, representing eleven 
states. In addition to these there were 
four women present—namely, Miss 
Caroline A. Hall, Mrs. 0. H. Kelley, 
Mrs. D. W. Adams and Mrs. J. C. Ab- 
bott. Previous to this meeting there 
were only 1,362 granges, but by the 
end of the year 1873 30,000 charters 
had been Issued.

WHO MAY JOIN THE GRANGE. 


State M«»tcr Fuller of »w York In- 


terpret)! the Law. 


One of the duties devolving upon the 


master of a state grange is the Inter- 
pretation of grange law, and one of the 
most frequent questions referred to the 
master Is, "Who are eligible to mem- 
bership in tbe grange?" Hardly a mail 
comes to the master's desk, says 
George A. I'uller. master of New York 
state grange, which does not contain 
one Icttor asking this question, and not 
Infrequently four or five in the same 
mall. The primary qualification for 
membership in our Order is plainly set 
forth In the constitution—namely, that 
the applicant must be engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits and that he must 
have no occupation in conflict with our 
purposes and that he or she has'reach- 
ed tbe age of fourteen years. The 
grange la essentially a farmer's organ- 
ization, and as such it should be made 
up of farmers and their families. It 
Viay be delightful to have our friends 
who are not farmers with us on occa- 
sion, but to take them Into active mem- 
bership In the grange Is clearly uncoil-
